While the Red Book lists four varieties of Liberty 
Seated half dimes, Spence Sunderland said there are 
actually five. The fifth is a one-year, one-mint type. In 
1859, the Philadelphia Mint used dies that were modi- 
fied by Paquet. The numerals, letters, stars and con- 
tours in Liberty’s gown are all stylistically distinct.

Secretary’s report 


President Steve Petty called the meeting to order at 
7:05 PM.. Sergeant-at-Arms Roger Serrot reported ad- 
vised there were 29 members present, with no guests. 


SECRETARY’S REPORT (Chris Palmer): Min- 
utes from the May meeting were read and accepted 
“with corrections.” (Amended May minutes were sent 
6/25/22) 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): 
Jim gave the starting bank balance as of 5/1/22 
@$43,982.22. There were deposits totaling $405.00 
& outlays of $74.00...$24.00 to Oakstone Academy 
for cookies & $50.00 for Ohio Charitable Registra- 
tion, leaving the ending bank balance as of 5/31/22 
@$44,213.22. The starting petty cash balance was 
$845.47. The May auction brought in $22.25, the May 
50-50 added $78.00, & another $15.00 in member- 
ship dues was received, bringing the total petty cash to 
$960.72. After a $390.00 deposit, $5.38 for engraving, 
& $30.00 for door prizes, the ending petty cash bal- 
ance came to $535.34. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT (Steve Petty): Stephen 
passed his time to Steve Rayburn, who advised he’d 
received a letter from the ANA thanking us for the do- 
nation of various items (from Steve, Geoff, & Roger).

Bill’s update 


When I gave my 
talk about collecting 
coins from circulation 
at the May meeting, 
I had completed the 
Jefferson nickel set, 
the Lincoln Memorial 
set, and the wheaties in 
book #2. 


At that time, I had 
35 pennies in book #1, 
which holds 89 coins 
(1909-1940) and had 
searched $3,500 worth of pennies. Since then, I’ve 
been lucky enough to add 19 coins to the book and 
have searched a total of $5,300 worth of pennies. 


Thirteen of these pennies came from a mini-hoard 
that I found in a box that contained 1,262 wheaties! 
Many rolls contained from 40 to 50 wheaties. I was 
also able to upgrade several coins in both books. In- 
cluded in the 1,262 wheaties were 19 steel pennies and 
many S mints, including six 1955S’. From that one 
box, I was able to put together a second set of wheat- 
ies from book #2. Some of the coins I’ve recently 
found are: 1912-D, 13-D, 15, 21-S, 27-S, 31-D, 
34-D and 38-D&S.
